— An order-in-couiicil 
has boon passed granting permission to 
tho British Columbia Government to im- 
port mining machinery free of duty fur 
the purpose of the establishment by the 
Government of a reduction works to test 
ores in the mineral districts of 3ritish 
Columbia. This privilege does not apply 
to private companies, only to the Govern- 
ment. 

Tlie Canadian Pacific is being urjjed by 
the Government to complete tho selection 
of the land granted them under the sub- 
sidy. Out of eighteen and a quarter mil- 
lion acres, ten uiillton acres are yet to bo 
selected. 

The surplus of revenue over expendi- 
ture for the first six months of the fiscal 
year, was four millions and a quarter. 

The Canadian Pacific received another 
pill to-day when the railway coraraitte de- 
cided to grant the application of the Red 
River Valley Road to cross by the com- 
pany's tracks under the customary regu- 
lations. The committee refused tho Can- 
adian Pacific's application for rental, but 
gave them the right of way customary to 
senior roads. In regard to the application 
of the Northern Pacific and Manitoba 
Railway to cross the Canadian Pacific ab 
Morris, counsel for the latter road took 
tho objection that the Provincial Legisla- 
ture had no right to charter a road run- 
ning te the intornatioHul boundary, and 
asked for a reference to the supreme

BaklBK ever Iho Ashes of the Franco- 
. . Passlan War. 

Berlin, Jan. 4.— Sir R. D. Morier has 
caused to be published his correspondence 
with Herbert Bismarck in reference to 
charges made by the Colugne Oazette that 
he revealed German state secrets to the 
French, at the time of the Franco-Ger- 
maa war. The correspondence shows 
that Morier wrote to Marshal Bazaine 
.inquiring whether he had ever made the 
charge in conversation as 'alleged by 
the Gusettc to the afieot that 
tho first news of the Germans crossing 
tho MosbIIo whs conveyed to him by 
Muricr. Bazaine replied with an emphatic 
denial, which was sent to Herbert Bis- 
marck with an appeal that ho, as a man of 
honor, would cause an immediate refuta- 
tion of the charge to be inserted in the 
&oi:e<fe. ' ' Count Herbert, in his reply, re- 
gretted that neither tho contents nor the 
tone of the communication enabled him 
to comply with such astonishing 
demands and outstep the limits imposed 
by his oificial position in regard to the 
press. Sir Robert responded that the 
only course now open to him was to pub- 
lish the entire correspondence. He added 
that while he did not share the belief, 
yet the belief was general that the con- 
tributor of tho article to tho Gazette do- 
rived his inspiration from official source.). 

I'ouBt Herbert BlMRisrck Blamed. 

London, Jan. 4. — The Fall Mall Oaz- 
eite says it regrets that Count Herbert 
Bismarck did not profit by the chance 
that Sir Robert Morier gave him to bo- 
have like a gentleman and a man of 
honor. It is sorry his subterfuge dis- 
credits the name he heiirs. "Emperor 
William," says the Gazette, "cannot de- 
sire that his father's friend should be in- 
sulted by Prince Bismarck's son. It 
trusts tho Emperor will offer such apo- 
logies as are necessary to satisfy the sense 
of honor of the grandson of the most 
chivalrous gentleman who ever lived. 

The Globe says Count Herbert Bis- 
marck's retort was as rude a one as ever 
one statesman made to another. He pro- 
bably desired to emulate the example of 
Mr. Bayard, but his imitation was clumsy 
and without motive. He is either a 
statesman lacking the necessary uannei-s 
to apologize for allowing himself.^ to 
be egregiously befooled, or his credulity 
is dcliberat»>. He secretly approves of 
tho rumor he started and finds enjoyment 
in the insult at the expense of anybody 
who is known to have been Emperor 
Frederick's friend. Sir Robert Morier 
may safely remain silent under such at- 
tiicks in future." The S^,ar says: "Every 
Englishman will unhesitatingly acquit Sir 
Robel^^jAonelTrpf'the c^^^ against him, 
whiiHr has caused him to be subjected to 
absurd and odious insult. Prince Bis- 
marck," it siiys, "is incensed because the 
publication of Emperor Frederick's diary 
robbed him of his glory and he is resolved 
to convince Germany that Emperor Fred- 
erick divulged information to Germany's 
enemies, which was used to her detri- 
ment" 

DefeBce ol Enelanfl's Ports. 

London, Jan. 4. — Lord Salisbury was 
to-day waited on by a deputation, headed 
by Lord Armstrong, who called to urge 
the adoption by the government of a com- 
prehensive scheme for the defence of Eng- 
land's mercantile ports. The premier 
said he , heartily sympathized with the 
anxiety of tho deputation, whose request 
he thought justihod by the circumstances 
of the day. The enormous offensive pow- 
ers of foreign countries might be concen- 
trated against England, although such an 
event was quite- unlikely, vet the deputa- 
tion ° must not be blind to tlie 
fact that tho ministers are not 
absolutely permanent, While not 
taking o gloomy view of the future, he 
said we must not fail to take the neces- 
sary precautions for defence. The respon- 
sibility for' defence rested with the gov- 
ernment, but it was tlie duty of the nation 
to bear a share of the cost. He would 
not now discuss the question how far the 
government conld safely limit the expen- 
ditures for defences, but he promised to 
present the views of the deputation to his 
eoileagueg. Tho speech undoubtedly fore- 
shadows tho presentation of an elaborate 
and aztensive military and naval pro- 
gramme to parliament at its next session. 

T. P. O'Connor on Irish Matters. 

London, Jan. 4. — T. P. O'Connor's 
iSto-r expresses tho opinion in its issue of 
to-dajr that the present situation in Ire- 
land IS more serious than at any other 
time since the passage of the Land Act 
in 1881. "It is quite evident from the 
recent report made by the Irish land 
commission," the viStor says, " that Irish 
matters have taken an entirely new phase. 
The old land commission has disappeared, 
and, instead, we liiive a body in which 
tory land agent reigns supreme, declaring 
in favor of a produce rent. i. e., a rent 
based on the price of produce, pure and 
simple, without slightest regard to yield. 
Thus tenants are hopelessly deceived, and 
will probably now strike against paying 
judicial rents. 

The Norler AOair. 

London, Jan. 4.— The Standard this 
morning, commenting upon the Morier 
affair says : "We can say little for the dis- 
cretion of Morier, and still less for the 
sense of honorable obligation entertained 
by Count Herbert Bismarck. There is 
some excuse for the former, but next to 
none for the latter. Impartial judges, 
both Enajlish and German, will believe 
that Count Herbert made the manner of 
Horier's demand a pretext for declining 
^ <iutke amends."

Tlio present unfurtuuate difficulty at the 
\Velliii}?ton mines will no doubt sot peo- 
ple thinkint; and talking aboiit the rela- 
tions that ought; to exist J}etiween the 
workingmen and their employers.. ^ A great 
deal of foolish talk about capital and labor 
is indulged in by unthinking people and 
niucli that in not only foolish but mischiev- 
ous by Buheming agitators, who imagine 
thnt they have souiething to gain by creat- 
ing jealousy and discord between the two 
clasaus. Tiiere is no reason why there 
slimild be hard fueling between the men 
who employ labor and the men who la- 
bor. They are nocessary to :each other, 
Hud the interests of both would be pro- 
moted by their mutually cultivating a 
spirit of fairness and* triehdlihess. ' One 
class has what the other wants, and there 
is no greater reason why they should re- 
gard each other with distrust and suspi- 
cion than that there should be unfriendli- 
ness between any other classes who have 
dealings with each other in the commun- 
ity. Tlie laborer has a commodity to sell 
— his work; the employer wants to buy 
that commodity. It is necessary that 
both parties when they; come:.! to.- ideal 
should be perfectly free. The workman 
should be ariiberty to dispose of his labor 
to the best advantage, and the ' employer 
should^ be free to make as good a bargain 
as he can. The workman should be free 
to work or not, as he sees tit, and the em- 
ployer should be free from dictation as to 
what men he shall employ and what wages 
he shall give. This is the rule between 
all other classes of dealers. The grocer 
cannot compel any one to take his goods 
at any price he may choose to ask, nor 
can the man who wants groceries -force 
the grocer to take for ' his commodities 
whatever it may suit him to offer. 
Both grocer and consumer are loft to 
make the best bargain they can. If they 
cannot agree there is no harm done. 
And so it is with all other clftsses of deal- 
ers. Tlio man who has his labor and 
hii! skill to dispose of is in the same 
position. He can ask what ho likes for his 
labor, and ho can work or be idle as it 
pleases him. Of course the law requires 
him to keep any bargain he makes, but out- 
side of the engagements he enters into of 
his own' free will he is as free as air. And 
it is right that he should be so. No man 
should have the power to compel his fel- 
low man to work for him at any wages it 
may please him to give. The working- 
man is free to make rules for his own 
guidance and to enter into combinations 
with liis fellow workiugmon to further 
their common interests. 

But if tlio workingman has his rights, 
80 lias the employer, and the workingman 
has 110 hotter claim to infringe upon the 
employer's rights than the employer to 
deprive him of his. One of the undoubt-' 
ed rights of the employer is, to conduct 
his business in the way tliat he believes is 
best for his own interests. . His workmen 
have no more right to dictate to him what 
ho shall do or shall not do than he has to 
nioJdle in the wprkiiigmon's private 
all'airs. This respect for eacli other's 
rights is at the bottom of any arrangement 
that is i.iade between tho employer f»nd 
the iniiployud. As long as each keeps 
within his own right, matters will go on 
smoothly, but as soon as one encroaches 
on tho rights of tho other trouble is sure 
to ensue. If ti»e workman wants higher 
pay than he has been receiving, he has a 
right to ask it, but tho employer is at per- 
fect libertj' to grant or to refuse his re- 
quest. In tiie same way the employer if 
hu is not Hati.stied with tile conduct of the 
workman is ut liberty to discliarge him, 
and if tho workman is not pleased with 
tlie conduct of the employer ho has tho 
power to leave his employ. 

One would think that there would be 
no difficulty in obtaining from both classes 
a full and ready recognition of the liberty 
of each to do tvhat ho considers bust for 
his own interests, and that the spirit of 
fnirplay would prevent each from attemp- 
ting to dictate to the other, '"•it every 
day's ex))oriunco shows us that/ there is 
Hcai'culy anything more difticult than satis- 
factorily to adjust the ' relations between 
employers and workmen. Many men are 
not content with equal rights. Feeling 
that they have power, they are not aatis- 
iiod unless tiioy are permitted to use \t 
for their own advantage without any re- 
gard to tho rights of others. Unreason- 
able demands are being continually made, 
fMd slight mi^ndemtandingi itre aggra- , 



v»t«d by personi interetted in breeding 
strife, until thuy become serious qoarreii, 
and kre followed by consoquencei duMa-' 
^roua to all conoemed. Unhappily, when 
feeling ia once excited between an em- 
ployer aiid~ his workmen moderate coun- 
sels are seldoin listened to. The man 
among the workmen who advues his 
companions to keep cool and to try to set- 
tle the matter peaceably without proceed- 
ing to extremities, is reproached as wanting 
pluck and as not being true to his class. 
After one or two attempts to. bring the 
men to reason, he gives up the 'at(«mpt 
in, despair and goes with the crowd. 
Hundreds of men are thus carried away 
a^iiist^fheWbetteir judgmieht. Excitable 
and ibpetiioui' i^en' 'a^ the beginning of 
any labor movement have by far too much 
influence, an influence altogether dis- 
proportionate to their numbers and 
to their ability. This shows the ne- 
cessity, as soon as any difliculty 
arises uf giving capable and impartial men 
power to negotiate and settle. By far the 
greater nuinbeir,^6f .disputes between em- 
ployers and the 'workiiien could be easily 
and quickly settled if they were at the be- 
ginning placed in the hands of . arbitrators 
who would see; justice done to both par- 
ties. These arbitrations have worked well 
in other countries, why could they not be 
efl'ective here ) The interests of the work- 
ingmen would be safe in the hands of 
arbitrators of their own selection. The 
lict-headed and scheming agitators can do 
nothing but mischief. : 

THE LOCK-OUT. 

The Times notices the lock-out at the 
Wellington minesiwithtthe unfairness and 
the dishonesty wHich''have'uhf6rtunately 
become its leading characteristics. It ad- 
mits it knows nothing whatever about the 
grievances whijh have caused the miners 
to command Mr. Dunsmuir's attendance 
at «Vollington on pain of suffering the loss 
and inconvenience consequent upon a 
strike, ytt it continues in a peculiarly 
mean way to insinuate that Mr. Duns- 
niuir ia in tho wrong. Jt says : " \Vo 
hope for Mr. Dunsmuir's good name 
future development will show that he 
was justified in refusing to treat with the 
men, and that what now appears a ty- 
rannical exeroiseof power maybe justified 
by facts as yet withheld from the public." 
The solicitude for Mr. Dunsinuir's good 
name expressed in this extract everyone 
knows to be the most transparent 
hypocrisy, for the principal object of the 
Times has for many a day been to filch 
from that gentleman his good name. To 
prefer an accusation under the guise of a 
"hope" that it is not true is an old trick 
of men who are willing to wound and yet 
afraid to strike. But tlte.'.vZVniie* is not 
content with the condemnation of the man 
it has been for months so industrious in 
libelling and misrepresenting. It says 
further that Mr. Dunsmuir's refusal to 
meet his miners is "a bad feature of the 
lock-out." Our contemporary's disingen- 
iousness deceives no one. It was bound 
to condemn Mr. Duimmuir whether he is 
right or wrong and it has done so as far as 
it dare. Tho Times has not a word to say 
about the conduct of the miners. Tt dr.oa 
not blame these men in the mildest way 
for sending a perem)jtory>j message en- 
forced by a threat to 'Mr. Dansmuir. 
It says nothing ' about their not 
stating. . , their grievances to the 
manager.; of the .mines,. That, gentle- 
man is Mr. Dunsmuir's representative 
there, and if they have any grievance to 
complain of he was on tho spot to hear 
what they had to say, and to com- 
municate, if necessary, with hi^ 
principal.

He 
knew of no grievances to settle, 
and he closed the mines at once 
There, was no tyranny in this. He sent 
them word where he was to bo found and 
if they had any grievance that urgently 
required settlement they could have either 
stated their case to Mr. Brydon at the 
mines or sent a deputation to Victoria to 
confer with Mr. Dunsmuir. But they 
chose to do neither the one nor the other, 
yet tho Times does its very best to convey 
the impression that Mr. Dunsmuir was 
in the wrong.

They do their bad and 
denioralisung'' work "With' hardly an at- 
tempt; 'at' 'xoiticealinent^'- It ia high time 
foi: the credit' 6f Canada that a stop waa 
pat to this bribery buaihesa. It u dis- 
heartening so see the newspapers after 
each election reproach their several op- 
ponents with using unlawful means to se- 
cure the return of the successful candidate. 
And the worst of it is that there is by 
far too much truth in the greater number 
of the accusations. A rigid law rigidly en' 
forced has put an end to corrupt practices 
at elections in Great Britain, and a similar 
law carried out in the same way would 
have a like effect in Canada, If tho elec 
tipneering agent in Megautio knew that if 
he was found out in trying to bribe an 
elector he would be sure of being pun 
ishod by a term in the penitentiary, ho 
would most likely refuse to run tho risk 
We believe that if elections were honest 
ly conducted it would make little or no 
difference in the relative strength of par- 
ties in Parliament. But, no matter what 
tho result might bo, men who have any 
regard for the good name of Canada and 
for the purity of it49 representation, should 
do their utmost to have our election laws 
so amended that eclectoral corruption 
would bo almost, if not altogether impos 
sibla.

ELECTORA L CORRUPTION: 

The result of tho elections in tho pro- 
vince of Quebec nii^ht oasily have been 
foreseen. The Government of the day is 
always strong in that province. A very 
large proportion of the electors of Quebec 
dearly love to be on. tho winning side, 
The temptation of being represented by a 
member of the Government and the head 
of a department is too strong to be resist- 
ed by many of the counties, no matter 
what their previous condition as to party 
politics may have been, vMogantic was 
before Col. Rhodes was sent to tempt it 
regarded as a sure seat for the Conser- 
vatives. It had at tho last election sent 
a Conservative and an anti-Reillito to the 
provincial Assembly. But, Mr. Mercier 
know its weakness and calculated upon it, 
and the result proves that he understood 
tho true inwardness of the constituency. 
The Opposition papers say that money was 
freely used to proouris the return of the 
Government candidate and that ho 
held out the hope of Government favors 
to the country. This is probably 
true, but unhappily the use of money at 
elections is not confined to one province 
or one party in this Dominion, The re- 
sults,, of the election trials show that 
neither party has much to reproach the 
other with in this respect. It is the old 
story of the pot calling the kettle black. 
Tho truth is that corruption alt elections 
has become disgracefully conimon in Oan-

. In an'iwer to uumerouB inquiries, a few 
faoU relative to the progress of Kainioops 
from 1884 to 1888 would no doubt prove 
of interest to in»ny of your ruadcrg. A 
great deal has been written from time to 
time about tlis situation of Kaiuloopg and 
its; oapAbilititia as a busiiieas centre, lu 
each case graphic duscriptions have been 
given of its position and environments. 
We will, therefore, not occupy space ia 
repeating what has been already said. We 
wul speak of Kaniloopa as we found it in 
1884, and what we see around us as it is 
now. Your readers will then be in a po- 
sition to form their own conclusions as to 
whether or not there is cause to say that 
a wonderful iraprovement has taken place, 
and they may see to whose influence the 
most credit is duo for the progress it has 
made. In Juno, 1884, there wore two 
hotek— the Cosmopolitan, lato Thomas 
Spellman, jproprietor, and the Dominion, 
Mr. Ed, Connall, proprietor — four gen- 
eral stores, Mr. J. A. Mara and the Hud- 
ion's Bay Co., Mr. J. Ogden Graham, 
manager. The other two wore Chinoae 
stores— Ah Loy and Hop Leo. Mr. J. A. 
Mara kept a general store, in which were 
offered for sale all the lines mentionable 
from a needle to a threshing machine, 
The Hudson's Bay Co. store was 
then situated about a ([uiirtor of a mile be- 
low the town. At that time tlio town 
contained live families, its industries be- 
ing one general blacksmith shop, one cab- 
inet maker, upholsterer and undertaker, 
prie carpenter shop, one saiddlor and har- 
ness shop, two butcher shops, with the 
prospect of a shoemaker shop. The most 
importtint industry at that time and is 
now, the Lhuswap Milling Co., under the 
management of Mr. Junies Mcintosh, giv- 
ing employniont to about 25 men. The 
estiuiHted lumber capacity wag then about 
4,000 feet per day, the grist about 15 
barrola. A siiinll planer was attached, 
from which a limited amount of dressed 
lumber was procured. Attention was also 
given to pork-packing. Although for & 
number of years this company maintained 
their business without protit, the manager 
was sanguine that the day would come 
when their pluck and enterprise would re- 
ceive its reward, and it did. Sinou then 
new machinery has replaced the old, new 
planers have been laid on, and the force 
mcreksed, yet jb has been found imposs- 
ible to supply the demand. 

The site on which the C. P. R. station 
is located is known as tlie new town. 
On our first visit potatoes were 
growing on the "Peterson Rancho," nego- 
tiations were about completed for its 
purchase by a company of gentlemen, of 
which Mr. J. A. Mara was the represen- 
iative. At the completion of Major Ro- 
gers' labors in town, the railway lino was 
found to have been laid through the main 
thoroughfare, and through this Peterson 
Ranche. Thenceforward the stream of 
immigration sot in. Mr. Hagan, of the 
Itdatui Sentinel, made his appearance on 
the scene'and the tirst number of that 
journsl was published some time in Aug- 
ust, 1884, Mr. J. A. Mara, on behalf of 
his company, ofiered the directors of the 
C. P. R. a plot of ground in tlioir town- 
■ite, containing souiu sixty acres, as an 
inducement for that company to establish 
a station, workshops, etc., which was 
. eventually acoeptod. During this time 
Mr. Cambie, C. £., had erected a fine 
dwelling house a little to the east of the 
proposed railway depot. It hud by tliis 
time become generally known that Ivam- 
loops was to be made one of tho many 
stations of the C. P. R. A steady increase 
of population was t)io result. There was 
■an urgent deratitd for house roimt. Uutols 
were strained to their utmost. A building 
industry sprang up and cau.sed a demand 
for lumber, Mr. W. II. McGaw started 
to build. The Colonial Hotel was 
got under way.' Tho Kamlogps 
Hotel followed. The Arlington Ho 
tel sprang up next. J. B. Scuitto & 
Co. laid the foundation for tlioir bakery. 
Kerr & Clarke, McGregor & Smith were 
up and doing. Tho McCartney Bros' 
drug store was in sight. Dr. S. J. Tun- 
■tall added to his residence and office. C. 
P. Miller & Co. started a tin' shop..; . Mr. 
W. W. Spinks, barrister, laid the founda- 
tion of his residonco and office. Mr. 
Park commenced the Park. bl(]ek. Smith, 
the shoemaker,buiIta residence and shop, 
and a nuniber of Chinese buildings were 
•rected at the end of 1884. 

The spring of 1885 brought more new 
life. Four steam boats began plying be- 
tween Siivona's Ferry and Eaglu Pass, 
making Kamloops the main centre. Busi- 
ness just boomed. Mr. (Jraliaiii, Manager 
of tho Hudson Bay Co.'s business, emerg- 
ed from his secuiusion and removed his 
■tore to the busint^ss portion of the town, 
and participated in the large transit 
tratfio of that summer. Excavations were 
commenced for tho erection of tho. 0. P. 
R. buildings. Since then there has been 
a perpetual increase in business structures 
and residences, and consequontly in popu- 
lation. To-day we number amoui,' our 
our business ooucerns and industries 
the. following ; J. A. Mara, Esq., 
■ VL'.' P., and James Mclntosli, Esq., 
J. A. Mara, Esq., since 1884, has doubled 
the size of his store, and liss a4dod three 
commodious warehouses to tho two of that 
year. James Mclntyre, Esq., manager of 
the Shuswap Milling Co., supplies milling 
material and breadstuff. The Wuter- 
vWorks.^ (^onipany, of which he is at tho 
heisd/h&ve'i>ipekVlaid'thip^^ 
Their source being from a reservoir filled 
by pumps from tlio mill. Hydrants for 
tire protection are placed along the streets 
together with taps, for tho benelitof the 
geneiral public, ., Hotels -and .'residences 
paj^-'A reasonable monthly rate for their 

•The, Hudson's Bay Co's. store contains 
a large'^stock of dry < goods and groceries, 
with the monopoly of the wholesale liquor 
trade. 

Mr. W. R. Magaw also has a well stock- 
ed store of a general line. He has also 
commodious warehouses for tho reception 
of his goods, In addition to these Mr. 
Magaw has. a;^ finely ;, equippe4,;.'^hamp8S- 
■hop,' under the management\>f Mr. C. 
E. Davison. 

Mr, R. E, Smith devotes himself to the 
■alos of ladies' fineries. 

Scuitto & Co., in connectioti with their 
bakery, carries a miscoUaneouB stock of 
varied goods. 
Mr. J. Campbell, men's tumishiug goods. 

Dr. Clarke & Co., druggist and chemis- 
try. It ,is said that doctors never take 
their own pills, but Dr. Clarke has no 
compunction in conipoundinghisownpre- 
■criptions. Tho Kamloops Pharmacy, 
carried on by Mr. W. E. McCartney, an 
experienced and practical dispenser and 
compounder of drugs. 

Mr. Jamas Vair, plumber and tinsmith, 
carries a largo stock of stoves and tinware, 
having a monopoly in this line he does a 
flourishing business. Mr. £. G. Prior's 
hardware store, managed by Mr. Morton, 
carries an iratnense stock. Mr. Thomas 
Roadloy, the pioroer saddler and harness 
maker, has added a warehouse to his prem- 
ises and keeps an assorted stock of stoves. 
Mr. J. E. Saucier, watchmaker and jew- 
eller, displays as tine a stock as can be 
Been in any city. Mr. Viclc, watchmaker, 
confines himself to the renovating of dam- 
aged watches. Mr. P. S, Ilenior, mer- 
chsnt tailor. Mr, Sinclair, in connection 
with his neatly •arranged confectionery 
■tore, devotes his spare tii^o to cleaning 
and repairing clothing. Mr. G. P. Raven, 
wagon maker and blacksmith. Mr. W. 
H. Smith, wagon maker. Mr. 6. Rankin, 
blacksmith shop, are Knights of St. Cris- 
pin. John F. Smith, who for the last 
four or five years has exeroiaod himself to 
ivduce the" sale of slop work, Mr L. 



FEOM Quiitn followed closely in his wake and 
reduced the price of custom work, hence 
he still "holds the fort." Mr. D. Mc- 
Quarrie, of Yale, joined the fnitemity in 
che early part of this year. Mr. Ale;:. 
McLean, late of Toronto, signed the roll 
of the craft in July hist as an active 
member, and has since been turning out a 
substantial class of woik. The ladies sup- 
port three dressmaking establishments — 
Mrs. Gavin, Mrs. Clyde, and tho Misses 
Brown, all first-class dress and mantle 
makers. Mrs. Morton keeps a boantiful 
sssortmeat of ladies' goods, Messrs. Gor- 
don Bros, cabinet makers!, upholsterers' 
and undertakers' stock is complete. Mr. 
M. Gordon informed us that tho under- 
taking is merely a title to their business, 
as he could easily take an extended tour 
between each death. Mr. J. S Smith, 
bakery, grocery and provisions. Mr. J. 
L. Brown, general storo and men's fur-' 
nishhigs, grocery and provisions. Mr 
Brown, also ^maintains an artist galleiy, 
from wtiiph some fine photos hare been 
produced! Mr. F. H. Robson & Lee, 
solely groceries, provisions and feed ; Mr. 
Bentley, books and stationeries; Mr. N. 
Sylvester, soda water factory; Hill Bros., 
carpenters and contractors, wlioau nio- 
chanical abilities aro recorded in a num- 
ber of the tine buildintrs of which Kam- 
loops boasts; Ross & McGilvory, carpen- 
ters and contractors; Messrs. ]VIcGregor& 
Son, likewise Mr. W. Simmons, are of 
tho same profession ; Messrs. Davis & 
Son, C. Lambert and C. Bacon represent 
the painting industry; Messrs. Arcliobokl 
and F. A. Mcintosh aro each contracting 
firm» for plastering and bricklaying; Mr. 
Scenck's tonsoriul parlor ia tho model of 
neatness, us is that of Mr. Ed. Lobanc; 
Mr. Frank Crottie owns a finely-equip[iecl 
liveiry stable; Mr. Thomas Hornby runs 
a feed store and general delivery wagon 
depot ; Mr. Hugh McLeod in in the siinio 
business; two legal lights shine in our 
midst and clear away any cloud that may 
arise among tho citizens, Messrs. \V. W 
Spinl<8 and W. Cochrane, biirriaters; 8. 

Tunst^ill, M. D., has for tho last fou 
yeara,'che«ted tho graveyard by his skill 
and'successful practice; later on Dr. Clark 
cast his lot among us, but devotes the 
most of his time to tho dispensing of 
drugs. Dr. Tunstall having tho appoint- 
ment as the C. P. R. Division physician 
Dr. Furrer who has proved himself ai 
acquisition to tho city. Tho buncli-grass 
beef of which British Columbia boasts is 
supplied by Messrs. Hull & Trounce and 
James Woodland. Speaking of beof 
brings us to the Doniinioii H(jtol, Mrs. P. 
Nelson, proprietress. This hotel, under 
the management of Mr. Alex Matliesiin,is 
thorough in all its appointments and ranks 
among tho first on tho iiiaiidand. The 
Cosmopolitan follows suit. Each c)f these 
maintain for the convonienco of cuminor- 
cial travellers commodious sample rooms. 
The Colonial Hotel and the Kamloops 
Hotel are each well conducted houses. 
Mr. N. Sylvester, the Senate Oyster Sa 
loon, supplies those who fail to keep 
hotel hours. Mr. John O'Brien 
confines himself to the dispensing 
of the choicest brands of wines 
liquors and cigars. The Arlington hotel 
and the C.P.R. hotel and the O.P.R. din- 
ing hall are all well known to the travel- 
ing public. Tho Grand Pacific hotel is 
kept by Squire Jones, These hotels aro 
all fitted ui) with billiard mul pool tables. 

Tho rolif^ious zeal of the jienple ahowa 
itself in fino church buildings. 'I'lio Ro- 
man Catholic church occupies an elevated 
position with its towering steeple. The 
Presbyterian body, through the indefatig- 
able Rev. Mr. Chisholm, have erected a 
tine edifice. The Methodist church and 
parsonage aro also coiiiplotod. Workmen 
are now engaged in the erection of the 
Episcopal church. The one in which di- 
vine service has boon hold for the past 
four years is no longer in keeping with 
the progress of the town. Education has 
not been neglected. The public school 
roll calls for some 70 children, requiring 
tho attention of two teachers. 

The school of tho .Sisters of St. Ann 
hua been recently opened hi re and uov. 
numbers some twenty young lady pupils. 
The branch of the Bank of British Col- 
umbia, Mr. Lee R: 'Barnes, agent. Is a 
boon to tho business men of the town. 
The Inland hospital, Dr. Furrer, attend- 
ing physician, has also the service of a 
trained and practical nurse. Since the 
appointment of F. Hussy, Estp, m Oov- 
ernment agent, those buildings have pre- 
sented quite an aniniiited appearance, 
The streets have also reojived his atten- 
tion, marked improvements are visible on 
eveiy side. He is no doubt the.right man 
in the right place. 

The Masonic Temple, recently com- 
pleted, is a tine fjudding. 'I'lie Odd- 
fellows have a neatly equipped lod^'u room 
on tho second floor of tlio Iidaiid tifiiiind 
building. A temperance lodjie, a well 
organized Caledonian society, a Pioneer 
society, a fire brigade and a protioieiit 
brass band under the leader.sliip of Mr. 
Bornjeat, are all flourishing organizations. 

The business enumerated conqiriso as 
follows: eight general stores, two grocery 
.stores, one clothier, ono dry goods, three 
tailors, throe dressmakers, ono milliner, 
four shoe makers, two watchmakers, one 
photographic gallery, two architects and 
C.E., one confectionary, two bakeries, 
two barbers, two blacksmith shops, twQ 
wagon maker's shops, one tinsmith and 
plumber, two drug stores, three physi- 
cians, one hardware, four carpenters and 
contractors, three plasterers, three pain- 
ters, one saw and pinning mill, two law- 
yers, two butcher shops, two restaurants, 
two livery stables and feed stores, seven 
hotels and one saloon. Four churches, 
two schools, one hospital, one bank, and 
ouo newspaper establishment. 

It must be borne in mind that thore has 
never been any attempt to boom Kam- 
loops. Its growth has boon gradual and 
sure. We often hear comments on tho im- 
provements around us, followed with tho 
remark, "I don't see what IS at the back 
of it, or what is to keep it up," The fact 
is, being one of the 0. P. R. main sta- 
tions and its peculiar situation makes 
Kamloops the natural distributing centre 
from which the surrounding country must 
draw its supplies. Its health-giving cli- 
mate is another iniportniit factor in its 
prosperity. Notwithstanding that it is 
the repository of most of the invalids from 
the surrounding country, who seek Kam- 
loops either to recuperikCe or .^to procure 
medical assistance..^;' Iti'^oH^'^^^l^ni the 
Ist of January to tlie present, are nine in 
number, including persons brought here 
for treatment and infants. Against this 
we had for the same period twenty births. 
Twenty couples wore married during the 
same period. 

For the five families and one childless 
couple of 1884, we count now .some 'sixliy 
families and about thirty households in 
which there are no children. Tho four- 
teen buildings of that year have increased 
to about two hundred with • 700 souls. 
Casting a gUnco back to what Kamloops 
was in 1884 and then taking in her present, 
we are forced to the conviction that it has 
only just fairly, started. It may be safe 
to predict that before the next four years 
have passed orer our heads, Kamlpops 
will be found to have become an import- 
ant city.

But although this number mayap 
pear largo, it is assorted by those who are 
in a position to know that a large increase 
will bo made over these figures during 
tho present year. One architect alone 
has already received orders to . nreparu 
plans and specifications for 950,000 wortl 
of buildings.

A MaBUlflceal Jewel. 

In tho window of Messrs. Ponnook 
Clayton's establishment on Oovornnien 
street, may bo seen one of tlio most mag 
nificent society jewels ever shown in Vic 
toria. It is the pa.st master jewel, pro 
sontod to Mr. W. W. Northcott on I'hurs 
day evening by tho brethren of Victoria 
Columbia Lodge No. 1, A. F. »tA.M. 
The jewel is mounted on pale blue ribbon, 
about six inches in length. Tho upper 
part, a raised gold ribbon, with tho name 
of tho lodge — Vict<jria-Coluinbia — in 
s<juaro letters of black enamel, is support- 
ed by two Corinthian pillars of solid gold, 
having at the top tlio two globes in differ- 
ent colored enamels. Beneath the globes 
is a tine gold network with two double 
rows of pomegranates sot therein. Be- 
tween the two pillars, at their base, is the 
checkered floor, in bluo and white 
enamel, mounted on which is the 
square and compass and a solitare 
diamond star. The pendant from the 
bottom of the checkered floor, is a second 
gold ribbon, with "Lodge No. 1" engraved 
upon it, while beneath is tho usual Alason's 
square in Tuscan gold, beautifully engrav- 
ed and enamelled, and the 47th problem.

It is believed by all who have watched his 
career, that he is the coming champiuu of 
the world, and will bring back to Canada 
the laurels that Uanlan hold so 
nobly and so long. In the event 
of his visiting Victoria in the 
near future, and there can be no question 
of his intention to do so, his visit should 
be recognized in some signal manner by 
his brother athletes of this city. A re- 
gatta, or athletic tournament, could very 
easily b<j arranged, if the first steps were 
taken without delay, and u reception of 
this nature would best please the energetic 
Toronto boy. The Victoria athletic club 
intend giving a second exhibition about 
tho time of Mr. O'Connor's visit, and with 
a little outside help and finance, a very 
oroditable entertainment could doubtless 
be arranged. A start should be mode in 
the matter at once. Last year saw the 
Victoria rowing club formed, with a good 
working membership of good oarsmen. 
We have good water and good weather in 
tho Queen City all the year round, and a 
first-class regatta could no doubt be ar- 
ranged in time for O'Connor's visit. 

CRICKET IN VICTORIA — 1888. 

More cricket was played in and about 
Victoria during the past season than in 
any previous year. Of foreign matches 
there were four; namely, out and home 
with Westminster and Vancouver. The 
former of these was beaten in the return 
match by an innings and 163, while the 
latter suffered defeat b^ 131 and 181 on 
the first innings each time. Of the 176 
runs scored in the first match with Van- 
couver, Sinclair contributed 57 runs, and 
in tho return ho got G7 and Ransom 7'<i- 
In the return with Westminster the chief 
scores wore: Clinton with 88 and Coul- 
thard with 72. The totals of 202 and 267 
in these two return matches were among 
thu highest of the year in Canada. 
Among the batsmen Sinclair and Clinton 
aro ccmspicuous, with excellent averages. 
The principal scores of tho former were 
92, 68 (not out), 67, 63, 60, 58, 57, 54 
(n. o.y, of the latter 88, 67, 57 (n.o.), 57 
(n.o.), 56 and 52. Bansom also had a 
good average, and among those who com- 
pleted less than ton innings Coulthardt 
and li. J. Martin were very auccuaaful. 
Of the bowlers, tlio most work was done 
by Sinclair, Campbell, Pooley, Clinton 
and .7. E. Martin — Campbell having the 
best average (and a wide for every six 
overs), but Sinclair being entitled to the 
credit of the best service. Eberts, who 
bowled but little, ivas destructive as of 
yore, while the figures of Goepel and 
Drake are also worthy of notice. On the 
whole, it may be said that Victoria in 
1888 was very strong in bat 
ting; but that though fair bowl 
era wore numerous enough to bo f 
source of embarassment to captains, no- 
body was reasonably reliable with the 
ball, and one generally went into a match 
with the consciousness that it was a toss 
up among at least half a dozen as to what 
pair should be expected to take wickets. 
Clinton's underhand deliveries, when 
backed by good fielding, wore perhaps 
tho most reliable bowling of the lot. 

The subjoined figures are taken from 
all scores accessible to the writer; a selec- 
tion of the batsmen who completed less 
than ten innings boingadded to those who 
played more, and all tho bowlers who 
took as many as ten wickets being placed

in the gasping fearful groan of death. 
The instrument seemed itself a thing of 
life — a part of the blind musician him- 
self, who living in his own sweet rsalm of 
sound, has little, if aught, in common 
with the busy bustling world. 

The opening immbers of the programme 
lasteveningwusGambort's "Cheerfulness," 
sung as a duett by Mrs. and Miss Heine, 
whose voices blended harmoniously to 
make their interpretation of the numbers 
as acceptable as it could well be. Mrs. 
Heine was ne.xt heard in Mendelssohn's 
Grand Rondo in B minor, a selection 
which displayed to good advantage her 
brill iancY as a pianiste. RolTs " Cava- 
tina " was chosen by M. Heine as his first 
solo, followed by an original mazurka, 
which ooinplotoly captivated his critical 
musical audience. They rofusod to bo 
satisfied until tho blind musician re- 
sponded to- their enthuiastio recall, with 
tho "Chicken March" prefaced by one of 
Paganinni's fanciful compositions. Tho 
barnyard imitations in the march were 
the cause of hearty laughter, and for 
exact fidelity to nature, as well an musical 
beauty, could not be surpassed. A vocal 
solo by Miss Heine, who, though suffer- 
from a severe cold, showed horielf to 
bo posaosaod of a very sweet voice, was 
followed by Heine's solo on a tin whistle, 
which a medley of popular airs 
was introduced with original and very 
difbcult and graceful vaiiationa. Tho 
iiudienco refused to bo satisfied until 
again and yet again tho groat musician 
had responded to their recall. The old 
favorite ballad, "Coming thro' the Ryo," 
by Miss Heine, sung with unusual feeling 
and beauty, brought the tint part of the 
delightful programme to a close. 

Part Second was opened by Heine, with 
an original composition ; the first part a 
cradle song ; the second, a ro)ido from 
Concerto in D. In response to an encore, 
ho gave "an Elegy," a composition so ox 
(luisito in its sadness and pathos that 
many eyes in the audience were dim with 
tears. The violin duet, ''Nearer, my God, 
to Thoo," by M. and Misa Heine, was 
another grandly beautiful number, while 
the imitation of the Sardian bagpipes, 
given as an eiicoru, jiroved as enjoyable as 
it was unique. Heine's burlesque 
Italian opera, and piano improvisation on 
three notes whistled by a gentleman in 
the audience, were both good, and tho song 
" Home, Sweet Home," by Miss Heine, 
with violin accompanimeiitf;;1)rouglit to a 
close one of the' grandest concertls ever 
given in Victoria. To-night the pro- 
gramme will be entirely new, and no 
doubt The Victoria will be crowded to 
the very doors.

did not have anything in his hands. 

His honor asked defendant laveral 
questions. 

W. H. Ellis said he was the owner of 
the injured dog; between the time last saw 
dog at the door of the dining-room and 
when he heard it yelp loudly was about 
two minutes; rushed out bareheaded and 
saw defendant and last witness passing 
the gate; said " you have hurt my dog I " 
defendant said it had hurt itself; saw the 
dog had its leg broken and took it into 
the houao; told my brother to follow the 
young men, whilo 1 telephoned the pol- 
ice; it waa thirty foot from tho corner of 
the fence whore tho do^ was sitting hold 
ing up its wounded log; it was about 
thirty seconds from the time I heard the 
dog yelp until I was at the gate. 

'To the court — Saw defendant with large 
bone in his hand; took it to be the jaw- 
bone of a cow; did not sea the defendant 
strike the dog; the dog was a greyhound 
puppy, very playful. 

'To defendant — Did not see you strike 
tho dog; did ask three young men where 
young Hepworth lived, but did not say 
ho had struck the dog. 

Dr. Blanchard stated he had examined 
the injured dog and found the left fore- 
leg broken below the shoulder; there was 
a mark showing that it had been struck ; 
injury might have been caused by bone 
produced. 

OlBcor Levin deposed to finding bone a 
short distance from Mr. Ellis' house; sum- 
moned defendant from description given 
of him; defendant said when summoned: 
"I expected this; but its all right, I did 
not break the dog's leg"; there is nothing 
in the summons stating that the dog's leg 
was broken. 

Abraham Ellis testified that he heard dog 
yelp and his brother talking to two men; 
in two minutes time had ran down to 
Johnson street and on to Cook but men 
were not to be seen. ' 

His honor suggested a remand in order 
that the boys who had seen defendant run- 
ning might be summoned. 

Mr. Yates remarked that the evidence 
of the witness Whitcomb was full of in- 
consistencies. 

His hcuior said that tho case was one of 
wanton cruelty and not of over-driving, 
and if tho boys could be produced it 
would strengthen the case. 

It was accordingly adjourned until 
Tuesday, and defendant admitted to 9150 
baU.
